THOROUGHLY RE€KLESS CHARACTER, 


‘Who Hesitates Short of Nothing Which 
Would Bring Him Success—Will Be a 
Blotch in History.’ 


WasHincton, August 31,—[Special.]— 
Speaker Reed is a queercombination. Heisa 
compound, the like of which the world has 
never produced and the equal of which it 
probably never will create. Imagine a crea- 
tion in human form composed of perfect self- 
confidence, unlimited nerve or courage, extra- 
ordinary brain powers, witha total disregard 
of conscience, a tongue that never lacks for 
words and cut out for withering sarcasm, a 
backbone of steel, and you ‘have Tyrant Tom 
Reed. : 

He attempted that which no other man in 
America would dare have conceived, and in 
it was successful. It was the adoption of gag 
rules. In this fight he started almost alone, 
whipping his party into line after the fight 
bad commenced. He was denounced in terms 
that few men would havo borne, yet he stood 
calm and firm and whipped his fight. 

Denunciation did not terrify him. 
did threats of personal assault which he 
had reason to fear atevery moment. Dur- 
ing the wildest seenes, when maddened men 
were attempting to get to him and hurl him 
from the speaker’s chair, and while their more 
conservative and dignifed comrades were 
holding them by main force, the big man 6at 
silently and simply smiled upon the howling 
mob beneath him. He carried his point and 
then used his power to pass the infamous force 
and fraud bill. Seventeenof his own party 
were against him. Still he whipped all but 
threc into line and voted them like sheep. He 
had a democrat censure? for language which 
was deserved if not parliamentary, and when 
republicans denounced each other as liars and 
came togenuine blows on th@ floor of the 
house he simply. passed it over unnoticed. 
When his Lieutenant Cannon even went so 
farastouse language on the floor of the 
house, the like of which could not even be 
heard in the lowest barroom, he passed it over 
unnoticed, and apparently endorsed it, while 
had it emanated from a democrat he would 
bave been censured and probably expelied 
from the house by a republican vote. pen 

Reed makes a decision one day and reverses 
itthe next. He is partisan to the core, and 
does not deny it. He applies one set of rules 
tothe republicans and another to the demo- 
crats. The democrats are his meat, so to 
speak, and he does not hesitate to bag it. In 
hisy-estimation no punishment, however 
severe, is too bad for a democrat. 

Reed apparently cares nothing for public 
opinion, nor methods, be they*honest or dis- 
honest.

Reed is 
now on his highest pinnacleof fame. He will 
never go higher, but will topple and fall from 
the weight of his own infamy. 

Still one cannot cover up adegree of admira- 
tion for a man with such a combination of 
brains and nerve.

- WASHINGTON, August 31.—The conference 
report on the river and harbor bill will be pre- 
sented to the senate early in the week, and its 
consideration asked for. The question may be 
disposed of promptly, but if it seems likely to 
lead to an extended debate the report will be 
laid aside, and the discussion of the tariff bill 
will be proceeded with. The debate on this 
measure will end Saturday. 

In the house tomorrow, the day will be given 
up to motions to pass measures under suspen- 
sion of the rules, including the senate resolu- 
tion providing for the removal. of General 
Grant’s remains to Arlington. 

The Clayton-Breckinridge election case will 
probably come up Tuesday, and the debate in 
connection with it is expected to be of an in- 
teresting character.

Ina letter dated Guatemala, February 10, 
1855, Minister Hall informed Secretary Fre- 
linghuysen that be had been informedthat the 
Guatemalan government proposed to take 
from on board @he Pacific steamer Honduras, 
then lying in San Juan Del Sur, a passenger 
named Gomez, in transit for Panama, but 
wanted in Nicaragua to answer the charge of 
being implicated in a recent insurrection 
in thatcountry, _Minister Hall said that he had 
directed our consu)] at Managua to inform the 
Nicaraguan government that our government 
has never consented, and will never consent, 
to the arrest and removal from an American 
vessel ima foreign port of any assenger in 
transit, much less if the offence be political. 
The eaptain of the vessel did not give up the 
man, and sailed out of port without securing 
the proper clearance papers. He was tried and 
convieted for this by the Niearaguan anthori- 
ties. Thé case came before the state depart- 
ment in this way, and it was held that Minis- 
ter Hall had not acted according to law. 

In his letter to the minister dated March 
12, 1885, Secretary Bayard says: 

It appears that Gomez voluntarily took passage 
on the veasej, knowing that it wou!d enter en 10ute 
a Nicaraguan port. It may be safely affirmed that 
when a merchant vessel of one country visits the 
ports of another, for the purposes of trade, it owes 
temporary allegiance, and is. amensable to the 
jwtisdiction of that country, and is subject to the 
laws which govern the port it visits, so long as it 
re nains, unless it is otherwise provided by treaty. 
Any exemption or immunity from legal jurisdic- 
tion must be from consent of that country. 

_ itis said that cases have frequently occurred 
in which revolutionists and others wanted for 
offenses of one character or another, have been 
seized by the Hawaiian government while on 
British merchantships, and Great Britain has 
not protested, thus establishing diplomatic 
precedents. Had the vessel been a man-of-war, 
Barrundia would not have been subject to the 
jurisdiction, as war .vessels carry everywhere 
the jurisdiction of the country whose flag they 
fly. The Barrundia affair differs from the 
others in that the man was shot, but the right 
to seize beimg- conceded, the right to 
kill if resistance is made is an old 
established principle of law. The principal 
criticism made in diplomatic circles of 


Minister Mizner’s course is that of unneces- 


sary interference. It is suggested that. he 
might have simply stated to Guatemala that 
they seized the men at their own risk. But 
on this’ point it is thought well to await 
knowledge of exactly whatithe minister said 
and did before pronouncing judgment upon 
his conduct. 


TRADE WITH BRAZIL. 


The Late:South American Empire Anxious 
to Make Terms. 


WASHINGTON, August 31.—The reciprocity 
emeltnrene tothe tarlil DiI, reported from the 
finance committee last week, was last night 
the subject of an _ interview between 
Senator Aldrich and Mendonca, Brazilian 
envoy on a special-mission to the United 
States. This amendment was reported after 
consultation of a general nature with Major 
McKinley, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, and other republican leaders. ({n 
an interview last, Mendonca said that the 
amendment as reported by Senator Alrich was 
satisfactory to Brazil, and that she would 
be the first country to make concessions to the 
United States in return for the revenue of the 
duty on sugar. 

Mendonca said his government would not 
only remove the duty on farm products ex- 
ported from the United States, but would admit 
free into the United States agricultural imple- 
ments, machinery and railroad equipments 
and supplies, including railroad iron. Brazil 
would also. he said, make a deduction of at 
least 25 per cent in the duty on cotton, leather 
goods and clothing from the United States. 
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THE SACO ALDERMEN 


Commit an Error Which May Throw Reed 
Out of Congress. 

BmppeForD, Me., August 31.—There is 
much political excitement tonight, because of 
the oversight by the Saco board of aldermen, 
not holding a meeting between> August 11th 
and 18th, to revise the check lists according to 
the requirement of the statutes. The Saco 
officials admit their error, though they claim 
that all other requirements relating tothe 
election have been fulfilled. The Biddeford 
aldermen, who were recently arrested and ar- 
raigned in the United States district court on 
the charge of neglect of duty, look upon the 
Saco aldermen’s neglect as a parallel case. 
Leading Biddeford democrats are anxious to 
push the matter, and it is probable 
the arrests of the Saco aldermen 
will occur within a few days. 

A conference will be held tomorrow, and it 
will then be decided ‘what action will be taken. 
The democrats claim that the Saco aldermen’s 
error will invalidate the election, and that if 
the district gives a majority to Congressman 
Reed, his election will be contested.

PARCELING OUT THE OFFICES. 


The ‘Congressional Races Develop Some In- 
teresting Points—Bad Faith Between 
Some of the Candidates. 


—The primary for this, the seventh congres- 
sional district, Will be held on September 23d. 
The candidates are: G. W. Shelli, R. M. 
Smith, Lieutenant Governor W. L. Mauldin 
Colowel I. G. -McKissick. Those are all alli- 
ancemen except the latter. Shell and Smith 
are Tillman and subtreasury advocates. Much 
unpleasant comment has been made over the 
action of Shell, whois Tillman’s first lieuten- 
ant, and was thought to have the congressional 
bee in his bonnet al! along until it has devel- 
oped that he promised each of the others that 
he would not be a candidate, and would sup- 
port each of them with all his strength and in- 
fluence. Considerable indignation is felt for 
him by the others, since a few days ago he an- 
nounced himself a candidate, and on yesterday 
Candidate Smith let the cat out of the bag, by 
exposing the, deal made at Columbia last fall 
by Tillman, Shell, Smith and Stackhouse, in 
which it was agieed that Tillman was to be 
governor, Shell secretary of state, and Smith 
should go to congress from his district. The 
beginning of this row among the Tillmanites 
affords the straightouts considerable amuse- 
ment. 
Why the Straightouts are Glad. 

CHARLESTON, S.C., Aug. 31—[Special]—The 
unex pected defeat of the alliance candidate for 
congress in the third district has greatly de- 
lighted the straightout democrats, who have 
been so heayily sat down upon thus far by the 
alliance, headed by Moses Tillman. 

DD. K. Norris was a prominent official of the 
State alliance, and had its endorsement. He 
pledged himself to stand by the subtreasury 
billand answered all the other questions of 
the catechism. There were, however, half 
a dozen straightouts in the race, and the first 
primary left Norrisin the lead, with Geo. .D. 
Johnston next, neither having a majority of 
the votesin the districts. The straightouts have 
all along claimed that Tillman got the lead in 
the race for governor by capturing the demo- 
cratic party machinery, and still claim, that 
with a primary election they can beat him for 
governor. They say the electionin the third 
district proves that they were right. Although 
the alliance has virtually got the governor 
and the state legislature, things are not very 
peaceful in,the ranks.

W. J. Tolbert, state lecturer of the alliance, is 
opposing Congressman Tillman, while in the 
fifth district there is a regular family fight be- 
tween three alliance candidates and several 
straightout democrats, which may result agdid 
the fight in the third. In the fourth district 
Hemphili, the incumbent, will probably be re- 
elected, while in the sixth E. T. Stackhouse, 
allianceman, has no opposition. I” the first 
district the fight will be between Crawley,

and in the seventh there will be a triangular 
fight between Brayton, white republican, 
Miller, colored republican, and Elliott, demo- 
crat. It is a curious fact that, although their 
white brethren are head over ears in politics, 
the colored alliance has taken absolutely no 
part in the congressional fight, even in those 
districts where there are republican candidates 
in the field. 


WILD TIMES IN ARKANSAS. 


The Boys Seem to be Dissatisfied With 


the Mongrel Politicians. 


Str. Louris, August 51.—A dispatch from 
Little Rock says: A niob of about 2,500 imnen, 
some mounted, some on foot, yesterday, sur- 
rounded Morrilltown station on both sides of 
the track. A- union labor mass meeting was 
to have been held there yesterday. On the 
morning train from Little Rock, among others, 
were J. B. McLaughlin, a well-known union 
labor orator, and George Small, of 
Springfield, Conway county, a prominent 
White republican, who has been here 
for the purpose of getting union Jabor 
tickets for use in Conway county for the elec- 
tion tomorrow. Small carried the tickets, 
7,000 in all, in a valise. When the train 
stopped, a crowd of men sprang forward and 
rushed into the coach where McLaughlin and 
Small wer seated. Among the fore:most, it is 
said, were Olly Bently, Jim Lucas and Walter 
Wells. Small was struck repeadly upon the 
head with a loaded stick and soon lost conscious- 
ness. Mc Laughlin was thrown upon the floor and 
his right shoulder severely wrenched. After 
striking Small several. additional blows, the 
satchel was dragged from beneath his feet 
and passed out through thecrowd. Ina few 
moments the assailants had left the car. 
What become of the tickets is not known. Mc- 
Laughlin got off the train on the side opposite 
the depot. He passed along the line of horse- 
men, but no attention was paid to 
him. All the business houses were closed and 
every man and boy was out, taking part in the 
general excitement. In spite of the murder- 
ous assault on Small, the rush seemed disposed 
to treat McLaughlin with some degree of 
courtesy after he left the train, and he was 
thus enabled to get dinner at the hotel. 
McLaughlin. came back tonight, and his de- 
scription of the affair has created a great deal 
of excitement. Tickets are being printed to 
replace the ones stolen. 


A NARROW ESCAPE. 


Senator Stanford’s Stables. Have a Narrow 
Escape of Being Destroyed by Fire. 

San Francisco, August 31.—Only the vigi- 
lance of the hostlers at Senator Stanford’s big 
Palo Alto ranch, near Menlo Park, last night 
prevented a fire which would have been a repe- 
tition of the disastrous fire of three years ago, 
in which more than a dozen promising young 
trotters and runners were burned. About 9 
o’clock flames were’ detected in 10,000 bales 
of straw near the main _ stable. This 
straw had just been packed in the large barn 
and sealed up for the winter. By the light of 
the burning straw two men were seen on 
but danger was so pressing that they could 
not be followed, though the Chinese fired two 
shots at them.

‘MINNESOTA POLITICS 


A GENERALE STIRRING UP OF THY 
DRY BONES. 


THE PART -OF THE ALLIANCE. 


How Their Indcpendent Action Might Affect 
Kither Political Party—The Congres-— 
sional Nominations Made. 


_ Sr. Paur, Minn., August 31.—[Special.]— 
The political situation in Minnesota’ at the 
present time is somewhat mixed, arising from 
the fact that the Farmers’ Alliance has placed 
& very strong state ticket in the field which is 
being backed by a first-class state committee 
and a thorough organization. 

The convention which met in this city on 
July 16th instant, and named the alliance ticket 
was Composed of nearly 500 delegates, among 
whom were many able and well-known men, 
who had formerly been prominent in the 
two political parties. The platform 
adopted calls for state control 
of the railroads, a reduction in the legal rate 
of interest, the free coinage of silver, and 
speaks out as follows on the tariff question: 

“First—We demand that the ‘war tariff,’ 
which has too long survived the object of its 
creation, shall be radically revised, giving 
very material reduction on the necessaries of 
jife, and placing raw material upon the free 
list to the end that we may compete with the 
world for a market; and that such luxuries as 
whisky and tobacco shall in no manner be re- 
lieved from internal taxation, till the high 
protective tariff has been wholly divested of 
its extortions ; and we especially denounce the 
McKinley biil as the crowning infamy of pro- 
tection.’’ 

The fact that this plank denouncing the 
McKinley bill was received with 
deafening applause by the con- 
vention and was introduced by 
General J. H. Baker, a man who has for more 
than thirty years been one of the republican 
leaders of the state, demonstrated that the 
farmers of Minnesota are overwhelmingly 
against the republican idea of protec- 
tion. This, however, is no new 
thing. For a number of years. the 
yoters of this state have inclined 
to low tariff, and it was only by a bare major- 
itv and considerable pressure that the repub- 
lfean state platform of 1888 was made to con- 
form with the national platform of that year. 
This produced considerable dissatisfaction 
among the republican farmers who voted 
for President Harrison on the promise made by 
the state leaders that the tariff would be re- 
duced. The McKinley bill helped to fan this 
discontent intoa flame and inthe last six 
mionths the alliance has increased 
from fewer than 300 subordinate 
alliances to over 1,500. This organization is 
strongest inthe second and fifth congressional 
districts where county and congressional nom- 
inations have been made. In 1888, the second 
district gave over 10,000 ma- 
jority for the republican state 
ticket, and the fifth district rolled up a ma- 
jority nearly 1,000 larger for the same ticket. 


decided majority. 

There is no question that many 
democrats will vote the alliance 
ticket, but even the republican state chairman 
does not estimate the democratic alliance vote 
as more than one in four, so that a large alii- 
ance vote can not fail to help the democrats. 
The estimates as to the number of votes that 
will be polled by the alliance ticket, vary. 

The president of the alliance, Hon. R. J. 
Hall, places it at 100,000, and in this he is 
backed up by Chairman Carrington Phelps. of 
the state committee. The republican estimate 
made by Chairman  Heatwole runs 
down to 20,000, of which he 
claims one-half will come from_ the 
ranks of the democratic party. This is very 
low, however, and is credited by one who has 
had an opportunity of ascertaining the senti- 
ment of the farmers throughout the state. 

A fair estimate of the situation, as itis today, 
would give the farmers’ ticket nearly 
one-third of the total vote of 
the _ state. Of course this will be 
changed somewhat when the campaign of the 
two old parties commences, but well-informed 
politicians express the opinion that in no 
event can the alliance vote fall below 60,000, 
This, in’a total vote of 280,000, is certain 
to create havoc in the ranks of the old parties. 

Thus far the farmers have made nominations 
in three of the five congressional districts of 
the state, and in two of these three their can- 
didates will be endorsed by the democrats 
at their convention to be held 
early inSeptember. General J. H. Baker, a 
campaign orator of more than state fame, who 
was formerly commissioner of pensions, is the 
second district nominee, and be has already 
commenced his campaign. For many years he 
has been a low tariff man, which ex- 
plains his democratic endorsement. The 
chances are regarded as extremely favorable 
for his election. In the fifth district, which 
comprises the northern half of the state, Hon. 
K. Halvorsen, a well-known Nor- 
wegian politician and farmer, has been 
nominated by the Farmers’ Alliance, and he, 
too, will be endorsed by the democrats. The 
district is largely Scandinavian, and, with 
the feeling which exists against the 
present congressman, Hon. a  o. 
Comstock, caused by his votes 
for the McKinley bill and against §the free 
coinage of silver, the chances are decidedly 
favorable to Mr. Halvorsen’s election.

Asbury Park, N.J., August 31.—A_ scan- 
dal involving the names of Edmund C. Blunt, 
the sportingman, whose horses are frequently 
seen in front on every race course in America, 
and Mrs. Reverdy D. Dangerfield, of Alexan- 
dria, Va., and Washington, D. C., is béing dis- 
cussed by every resident of this popular sum- 
mer resort today, The facts in the case began 
to creep out for the first time yesterday. Mrs. 
Dangerfield is a handsome young woman, 
whose husband is a millionaire, devoted to 
gentleman farming on his estates near Alex- 
andria, Va., in the summer time, and active in 
Washington politicsin the winter season. 

The lady is a leader in the well-known So- 
ciety of the capital, and is quite content to 
abide by her husband’s side during the round 
of winter gayeties, but the quiet homestead 
life at Alexandria in summer does not suit her, 
and she flits about from one resort to another, 
but hitherto there has never been the least 
breath of suspicion attached to her name. 

Mrs. Dangerfield came here alone three 
weeks ago, and went to live at the cottage of 
Mrs. Engard. Mrs. Engard has iived here 
fifteen years, and only receives as guests, 
rather than boarders, a few friends each sum- 
mer. Mrs, Dangerfield applied for room at 
her cottage armed with the most unexceptional 
references, bringing letters from Mrs. Fitz- 
hugh and Mrs. Carroll, her aunts, who are 
well known in Washington, and who are 
spending the summer here at tke Curlew 
house.

French ideas. Thatis, he has the English- 
man’s manliness and the Frenchman’s cour- 
tesy, the Englishm&n’s good looks and the 
Frenchman’s exquisite neatness. He is near- 
est to perfection a man can get unless he went 
up and sat on a pillar and made all the women 
in the world unhappy. Years ago this type 
was unknown in France, but it is curious to 
see how the men have seized on the English 
virtues without losing their own, and with 
what approval the women look on.

She has few big virtues and 
no little ones The French woman would die 
for a cause or belief, would work for it. would 
intrigue for it, and would be capable of endur- 
ing almost anything for the sake of a friend. 

She understands the art of small talk with- 
out indulging in a scandal, and gossip, to her, 
possesses no attraction unlessitis witty; for 
beauty, brains and brawn she hasa great ad- 
miration, but she can be gentle and kind, 
sweet and sympathetic where none exikts. 

She reyerences blood, and an impoverished 
lady from the Faubourgis treated asa guest 
of honor where millionaires, whose titles are 
recent, are counted of little worth. The 
American woman is nearer to the French than 
is the English, but even the American woman 
might imitate her in some respects adyant- 
ageously.

THEIR OWN RACE. 


The Application of Dinah Watts Pace for a | 
Charter to Found a Colored Orphans’ 
Home—A Creditable Project. 


Covineron, Ga., August 31.—[Special.]— 
Dinah Watts Pace, a colored woman of this 
place, has filed in the office of the clerk of the 
superior court her application asking that she 
and her associates and successors be incorpor- 
ated under the name of the ‘‘Covington Col- 
ored Orphans’ Home.”’ 

The object of the corporation will be to care 
for and properly educate and train needy’ col- 
ored children who are orphans or have neither 
relatives nor friends to provide for them, and 
in the conduct of its business all needful 
means will be provided for the 
physical, mental and_ spiritual welfare 


of such children. By the use of her 
own private means, and contributions ob- 


tained by her from various sources, she has 
already purchased a site for “‘the home,’’ and 
there is now in process of erection thereona 
substantial two-story building, which will 
have twelve rooms in addition to two large 
basements. 

She has for some time past had the care and 
maintenance of four or five colored orphan 
children, but was anxious to enlarge the 
sphere of her charity and usefulness, and 
hence adopted the plan under consideration 
for the accomplishment of this 
object. She is an intelligent 
woman of excellent character, and is the wife 
of James F. Pace, an honest and industrial 
blacksmith, who has many friends among the 
white people of this place. The enterprise in 
which this good colored woman is engaged, is 
exceedingly laudable; and she will have the 
sympathy, encouragement and aid of our com- 
munity in her charitable undertaking. 


PARAGRAPHIC PENCILINGS. 


We hear much and read more nowadays 
about model prisons, reformatories and other 
schemes for the suppression of crime. Henry 
Rogers in his Grayson Letters .studies the 
question from several standpoints, and at last 
acknowledges his inability to reach a conclu- 
sion satisfactory even to himself. 

Keeping in view what Beccaria calls the 
two rightful ends of penal legislation, the pre- 
vention of crime and the reformation of the 
criminal, the problem becomes still more per- 
plexing. 

On the one hand there is danger that the 
mildness of the punishment may en- 
courage crime; on the other, that 
too great severity may prevent 
the execution of the law. Both these facts 
must be looked to in any well-ordered plan 
for the treatment of criminals. 

But to return to the Grayson Letters. The 
author thinks that asa deterrent to crime the 
following plan would be most effectual: 

‘“‘Let the government select some island in 
the deep recesses of the ocean of sufficient fer- 
tility to yield a bare subsistence to the inhab- 
itants if they choose to work the stubborn 
glebe, and then put ashore there every crimi- 
nal of the deepest dye and leave them to work 
out their destiny. The cruisers of the govern- 
ment to patrol the coast so that no con- 
vict could escape, but never in- 
terfering to prevent any consequences of this 
concentration of evil. You will perhaps say 
that the sheer necessity that exacts ‘‘honor 
among thieves’? would lead to some sort of 
government. But of all despotisms or repub- 
lies the world has yet seen, I suppose this 


body politic. But still what dreadful excesses 
within the limits of ‘‘thieves’ honor’ would 
evil passions give birth to! Who can imagine 
the horrors of such a community in which 
hope and shame would be dead? Where he of 
the Red Right Hand might. be king; 
and the makers of law those who had 
been most famed for breaking it! In which a 
murderer might be chancellor and every judge 
afelon! But there could be no stable govern- 
ment of this kind. Instead a succession of 
brief anarchies would form the crimson annals, 
Humanity shudders at the picture and we 
have no business thus to ‘‘antedate hell.”’ On 
the other hand, in avoiding this rock we must 
take care not to plunge into the opposite 
whirlpool. Offenders of every grade 
must be taught by a sharp experience that 
who so violates the law by his own act arrays 


} the conservative forces of society against his 


evil doing. A state’s prison must be a work- 
shop as well as a hospital. For 
Christian magistrates are to be, according to 
divine appointment, ‘‘a terror to evil-doers and 
a praise to thém that do well.” 


The boys ‘‘poke fun’’ at the fathers because 
of their superstitious dread of ghosts and 
witches. Butthe high school girl is nervous 
if she gets her first glimpse of the new moon 
through a tree top, and not a few gray-haired 
alliancemen are scrupulous about planting 
potatoes at the fullofthe moon. Not only in 
the rural districts, but in the populous centers 
as well, people of average intelligence have 
implicit faith in the weather prognostications 
of Grier’s Almanac, andthe forecasts of storms 
and earthquakes by Rev. Irl Hicks. Verily, 
there is a vein of superstition amongst all 
classes. 


Hypnotism is but a modern name for the 
mesmerism of the last century. Charcot, the 
great French neurologist, in. the January 
number of The Forum, discusses this subject 
with his usual ability. He alleges that it is 
altogether possible for a person to hypnotize 
himself by concentrating his gaze“on a bright 
disk—say a silver coin—for a few minutes. 
This seems to be spoken of as a recent dis- 
covery, whereas the writer saw this experi- 
ment successfully conducted by a traveling 
mesmerist nearly fifty years ago, in the village 
of McDonough. 

To us it has long appeared that va- 
rious cataleptic and epileptic conditions 
are hypnotic or mesmeric states. How these 
states are induced is the puzzle of medical 
scientists. It does not, however, become a 
self-confessed layman to dogmatize on a sub- 
ject that, beyond any other, may be styled the 
“opprobrium medicorum.”’ 


We have rarely been more impressed by the 
corrélation of human history and divine 
prophecy than in listening, on last Sabbath, to 
the morning discourse of Dr. Hopkins. His 
text was that notable prophecy ofChrist: “If 
I be lifted up I will draw allmen unto me.” 
Dr. . Hopkins presented an array of 
statistics which clearly demonstra- 
ted the progressive fulfillment of 
that prophecy. He argued also that 
this fulfillment by.a kind of arithmetical pro- 
gression was becoming more rapid in its move- 
ment. During the present century, he said, 
the Christian population of the world had been 
doubled. The time, therefore, is certainly not

even odious, but we venture to make it in re- 
gard to preaching. Books of sermons are 
proverbially stupid. For this reason they are 
what bookdealers call slow stock, and even 
with the private librarian they are placed 
high up and far back and left to the tender 
mercies of moths and spiders. Removed 
from the atmosphere of the sanctuary most 
sermons lose their pith and pungency. That 
prince of preachers, Dr. Lovick Pierce, more 
than half a century ago preached a sermon at 
the old Green camp ground that caused the 
conversion of nearly a thousand persons, and 
yet that sermon, if put into cold type, would 
be shorn of its force and impressiveness. 

An English bishop tells of George Whitfield 


ioners stark mad, and yet his printed sermons 
are noted for the conspicuous absence of those 
thrilling passages which tradition has made 
world-famous. 

These and similar instances are abun- 
dant and account for the vast popularity of 
extemporaneous preaching. Whitfield and 
Robert Hall, of the olden time, and Pierce 
and Palmerand John E. Dawson, of these 
latter days, swayed vast assemblies as the 
moon swuys the tides of the ocean. But let 
the most learned pulpiteer deliberately draw 
a half quire of manuscript on a congregation, 
and there is straightway an audible rustle 
throughout the assembly that signifies rest- 
lessness and a well-grounded apprehension of 
being bored by platitudinous periods and 
stale illustrations. Nor even if the preacher 
is careful to punctuate the margin 
with hints such as, ‘‘Weep here,”’ or ‘Strike an 
attitude there,’’ and should carefully observe 
these stage directions, would he dispel the 
drowsiness of his hearers or redeem the oc- 
casion from dullness? 

In all this we do not mean to countenance 
extemporaneons thinking. Indeed, it is ob- 
vious that nothing can atone in the pulpit or 
on the platform for lack of thorough prepara- 
tion, But having mastered the subject, the 
speaker of average fluency may safely trust 
himself to clothe his thoughts in words that 
will be fitting and forceful without the aid of 
@ manuscript. 

Tristram Burge&s, of Rhode Island, at the 
close of his college days at Brown University, 
spoke that ‘‘piece’’ of bombast beginning: 
‘Americans, we have a country vast in ex- 
tent,’’ ete. 

In after years he wasa ready and spicy con- 
gressional debater. C.C.Cambreling, of New 
York, whose hoary head was a sort of landmark 
in the house of representatives in the thirties, 
was his contemporary and political opponent. 
During a tilt between those old-time politi- 
cians Cambreling becamé impassioned and 
roared like a bullof Bashan. Inreply Burgess 
ridiculed him for his boisterous declamation 
and, pointing to his white head, said that the 
venerable gentleman of New York reminded 
him of Milton’s phrase ‘‘The fires of Vesuvius 
beneath the snows of Caucasus.’”’ This palpa- 
ble hit brought down tho whig benches, and 
for days was the joke of the cloak room.

Waco, Tex., August 31.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Talmage today @elivered the. following dis- 
course on the text: “Phen the king com- 
manded, and’ they brought Daniel, and cast 
him into the dem’ of Hons,’’ -Damiel 6:16, 

Darins was Jkeimg of Babylon, and the young 
man Daniel Waso nach: a: favorite with-him 
that Le made hiita prime minister, or secretary 
of state. Bunt n6 tian could gain such a high 
position without exciting the envy and jealousy 
of the people. There were demagogues in 
Babylon who were so appreciative of their 
own abilities that they were affronted at the 
elevation of this young man. Old Babylon 
was afraid of young Babylon. The taller the 
cedar, the more apt it is to be rivén of the 
lightning. 

These demagogues asked the king to make 
a decree that anybody that made a petition to 
any one except the king within thirty days 
should be put to death. King Darius, not sus- 
pecting any foul play, makes that decree. The 
demagogves have accomplished all they want, 
because they know that no one can keep 
Danie) from sending petitions before God for 
thirty days. 

So far from being afraid, Daniel goes on 
with his supplications threes times a day, and 
is fornd on his housetop making prayer. He 
is caughitin the act. Heis condemned to be 
devoured by the lions. Rough executioners of 
the law seize him and hasten him to the 
eavern. I hear the growl of the wild beasts, 
and | see them pawing the dust, and as they 
put ther mouths to the ground the solid earth 
quakes with their bellowing. I see their eyes 
roll, and I almost hear the fiery eyeballs snap 
in the darkness. These monsters approach 
Danie!. They have an appetite keen with 
hunger. With one stroke of their paw or one 
snatch of their teeth, they may leave him dead 
at the bottom of the cavern. But what a 
stranve welcome Daniel receives from these 
monsters! They fawn around him, 
they lick his hand, they bury his feet in their 
long wane. That night he hascalm sleep with 
his head pillowed on the warm necks of the 


hungrs 


tamer ions. 

But not so well does Darius the king sleep. 
He loves Daniel, and hates this stratagem by 
which he has been condemned. All night 
long the king walksthe floor. He cannot 
sieep. Atthe least sound he starts and his 
fiesh creeps with horror. -Heis impatient for 
the drawing of the morning. At the first 
streal of the daylight Darius hastens forth to 
see the fate of Daniel. The heavy palace 
doors open and clang shut long before the peo- 
ple of the city waken. Darius goes to the 
den of lions; helooksin. Allis silent. His 
heart stops. He fecls that the very worst has 
happened; but gathering all his strength he 
shouts through the rifts of the rock, ‘‘O Dan- 
jel! is the God whom thou servest continually 
able to deliver thee’’’ There comes rolling 
up from the deep darkness a voice which says: 
‘“) king! live forever. My God has sent His 
anze| to shut the Kons’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me.”’ 

‘Then Daniel is bronght out from the den. 
The demagogues are hurled intoit, and no 
sooner have they struck the bottom of the den 
thayv their flesh was rent, and their bones 
cracked, and their blood spurted through the 
rifts of the rock, and as the lions make the 
rocks tremble with their roar, they announce 
toall ages that while God will defend His 
peopie, the way of the ungodly shal] perish. 

Learii first from this subject that the great- 
est crime that you can commit in the eyes of 
many is the crime of success. What had 
Daniel done that he should be flung to the 
lions? He gotto be prime minister. They 
could not forgive him for that, and behold in 
that a touch of unsanctified human nature 
as seen in all ages of the world. So long as 
you are pinched in poverty, so long as you are

wiflsay, ‘Poor man, I am sorry for him; he 
ought to succeed, poor man!”’ 

Butaftera while the tide turns in your 
favor. That wasa profitable investment you 
made. You bought at just the right time. 
Fortune becomes good-humoréd and smiles 
upon you. Now you are being in some de- 
partment successful, your success chills some 
one. Those men who used to sympathize with 
you stand along the street, and they scowl! at 
vou froin uncer the rim of their hats. You 
have more money or more influence than they 
have, and you ought to be scowled at from 
under the rim of their hats. Youcatch a word 
or two as you pass by them. “Stuck up,’’ says 
one. “Got it dishonestly,’”’ says another. 
“Will burst soon,” says athird. Every stone 
in yournew house is laid on ‘their hearts. 
Your horses’ hoofs went over their nerves. 

Every item of your success has been to them 
an item of discomfiture and despair. Just as 
soon as in any respect you rise above your fel- 
lows, if you are more virtuous, if you are more 
wise, if you are more influential, you cast a 
shadow on the prospect of others. The road 
to honorand success is within reach of the 
enemy’s guns. Jealousy says: ‘“‘Stay down, 
or I’li knock you down.’’ “I do not like you,’’ 
said the snowflake to the snowbird. “Why 
don’t you like me?’ said the snowbird. 
“Oh! said the snowtiake, ‘‘you are going up 
and lam coming down.’’ Young merchants, 
young lawyers, young doctors, young mechan- 
ics, young artists, young farmers, at certain 
times there were those to sympathize with 
you, but now that you are becoming master of 

four particular occupation or profession, how 
sit now, young lawyers, young doctors, young 
artists, young farmers—how isit now? The 
greatest crime that you can commit is the 
crime of success. 

Again: My subject impresses me with the 
value of decision of character in any depart- 
ment. Daniel knew thatif he sonitaase his 
adherence to the religion of the Lord he 
would be hurled to the lions, but having set 
his compass wellyhe sailed right on. 

For the lack of that element of decision of 
character, so eminent in Daniel, many men 
are ruined for this world, and ruined for the 
world tocome. A great many at forty years 
of age are not settled in any respect, because 
they have not been able to make up their 
mind. Perhaps they will go west. Perhaps 
they will go east. ~ Perhaps they will 
not. Perhaps they will go _ north. 
Perhaps they may go south. Perhaps they 
will not. Perhaps they may make that in- 
vestment in real estate or in railroads. Per- 
haps they willnot. They are like a steamer 
that should go out of New York harbor, start- 
ing for Glasgow, and the next day should 
change for Havre de Grace, and the next for 
Charieston, and the next for Boston, and the 
next for Liverpool. These men _ are 
on the sea of life oeverlastingly 
tacking ship and making no 
way. Or they are like a man who starts 
to build a house in the Corinthian style and 
changes it to Doric, and then completes it in 
the Touic, and is cursed by all styles of archi- 
tecture. 

Young man start rightand keepaqn. Have 
decision of character. Character is like the 
goldiinch of Tonquin; it is. magnificent while 
standing firm,{but loses all its beauty in flight. 
How much decision of character in order that 
these young men may be Christians! Their 
old associates make sarcastic flings at them. 
They go on excursions and they do not invite 
them. They prophesy that he will give out. 
They wonder if he is not getting wings. Ashe 
passes, they grimace, and wink, and chuckle, 
and say, ‘“There goes a saint.’’ 

O young man! have decision of character. 
You can afford in this matter of religion to be 
laughed at. What do you care for the scoffs 
of these men, who are affronted because you 
will not go to rain with them? When the 
grave cracks open cg their feet, and grim 
messengers push then Into it, and eternity 
comes down hard upon their spirit, and con- 
scicace stings, and hope'ess ruin lifts them up 
to hurl them down, will they laugh then? 

I learn also from my subject that men may 
take religion into their worldly business. 
Daniel had enough work to do to occupy six 
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were for his ‘settlement ‘or 
He -mttst have had «a! pondence 
vast beyond all computation. There was not 
4 man inall the earth who had more to do 
than Daniel, the ee of state, and yet 
we find him three times a day bowing before 
in prayer. Therg are men in our day who 
have not a hundredth part of Daniel’s engage- 
ments, who say they are too busy to be re- 
ligious. They have an idea somehow that re- 
ligion will spoil their worldly occupation, that 
it will trip the accountant’s pen, or dull the 
carpenter's saw, orconfuse the lawyer’s brief, 
or disarrange the merchant’s store shelf. 

They think religion is impertinent. They 
would like to have it very well seated beside 
them in cluirch on the Sabbath, to tind the 
place in the psalm book, or to nudge them awake 
when. they get. sleepy under the didactic 
discourse ; or they would like to leave it in the 
pew on Sabbath evening, as they go out clos— 
ing the ddor, saying, ‘Good night, religion; I’ll 
be back next Sunday!’’ But to have religion 
g° right along by them all through life, to 

ave religion looking over their shonlder 
when they are ma a bargain, to have 
religion take up a bag of dishonest gold and 
Shake it and say: ‘‘Ha! ha! where did you 
get that?’ They would think that is an im- 
pertinent religion. They would like to havea 
religion to help them when they are sick, and 
when the shadow of death comes over them 
they would like to have religion as a sort of 
night-key with which to open the door of 
heaven; but religion under other cireum- 
stances they take to be an impertinence. Now, 
my friends, religion never robbed a man of.a 
dollar. Other things being equal, a mason 
will build a better wall, a cabinet-maker will 
make a better chair, a plumber will make a 
better pipe, a lawyer will make a better plea, 
& merchant will sel} a better bill of goods. 

I say other things being equal. Of course 
when religion givesa man a new heart, it 
does not propose to give him a new head, or to 
intellectualize him, or to change a man’s con- 
dition when his ordinary state is an overthrow 
of the philosophical theory that a total vacuum 
is impossible ; but the more letters you have to 
write, the more burdens you have to carry, the 
more miles you have to travel, the more bur- 
dens you have to lift, the more engagements 
you have to meet, the more disputes you have 
to settle, the more opportunity you have of 
being a christian. 

If you have a thousand irons in the fire; you 
have a thousand more opportunities of serving 
God than if you had only one iron in the fire. 
Who so busy as Christ? And yet whoa mil 
lionth part as holy? The busiest men the 
best men. All the persons converted in Scrip- 
ture busy at the time ot their being converted. 
Matthew attending to his custom-house duties ; 
the prodigal son feeding swine; Lydia selling 
purple; Simon Peter hauling in the net from 
the sea; Saul spurring his horse toward Da- 
mascus, going down on his kaw business. 
Busy! busy! bnaiel with all Ahe affairs of 
state weighing down upon his soul, and yet 
three timesa day worshipping the God of 
heaven. 

Again: I learn from this subject that a man 
may take religion into his politics. Daniel 
had all the affairs of state on hand, yeta 
Christian. He could not have kept his ele- 
vated position unless he had beena thorough 
politician; and,.- yet all the thrusts 
of official and all the danger of 
disgrace did not make him yield one 
iota of his high-toned religious principle. He 
stood before that age, hestands before all ages, 
a specimen of a Christian politician. 

Sothere have been in our day andin the 
days of our fathers men as eminent in the ser- 
vice of God as they have been eminent in the 
service of the state. Such was Benjamin F. 
Butler, attorney general of New York, in the 
time of your fathers. Such was John McLean, 
of Ohio. Such was George Briggs, of Massa- 
chusetts. Such was Theodore Frelinghuysen, 
of New Jersey. Men faithiul to the state, at 
the same time faithful to God. 

Itis absurd to expect that men who have 
been immersed in political wickedness for 
thirty or forty years shall come toreformation ; 
andour hopeis in the young meén who are 
coming up, that they have patriotic principle 
and Christian principle side by side hee they 
come to the ballot—box and cast their first vote, 
and that they swear allegiance to the govern- 
ment of an ac wall as.to,.th-~ ger * 
of the United States. We would havé Bunker 
Hill mean less to them than Calvary, and 
Lexington mean less to them than Bethichem. 

But because there are bad men, ground the 
ballot-box isno reason why Christian men 
should retreat from the arena. Thelast time 
yon ought to give up your childor forsake 
your child is when itis surrounded by a com- 
pany of Choctaws; andthe last time to sur- 
render the ballot-box is when it is surrounded 
by impurity and dishonesty andall sorts of 
wickedness. 

Daniel stood on a most unpopular platform. 
He stood firmly, though the demagogues of the 
day hissed at him and tried to overthrow him. 
We must carry our religion into our politics. 
But there are a great many men who are in 
favor of taking religion into national politics 
whodo notsee the importance of taking it 
into city politics; as though a man were intel- 
ligent about the welfare of his neighborhood, 
and bad no coneern about hisown home, 

Religion would drive out al base personali- 
ties from politics. You have a right to discuss 
men's politics and denounce their political sen- 
timents, or receive them as you will; bat you 
have no right to assail their private charactef, 
as is done every autumn. This is not carrying 
religion into politics. Now you can always 
tell without asking; in any contest, what can- 
didate I will vote for. It is always for the 
man who is most badgered, and most abused, 
and most spit upon, and most howled at. You 
havea right to contest a man’s political senti- 
ments; youhave no right for base political 
purposes to assail his private moral chararter. 

My subject also impresses me with the fact 
that lions cannot hurta good man. No manever 
got into worse company than Daniel got into 
when he was thrown into the den. What a 
rare morsel this young man would have been 
for the hungry monsters! If they had plunged 
at him he could not have climbed into a niche 
beyond the reach of their paw or the snatch 
of their tooth. They came pleased all around 
about him, as a hunter’s hounds at the well- 


adjastevent. 


_ known whistie come bounding to his feet. 


You need not go to Numidia to get among 
lions. You all have had them after you—the 
lion of financial distress, the lion of sickness, 
the lion of persecution. You saw that lion of 
financial panic putting his mouth down to the 
earth, and he roared until all the banks and all 
the insurance companies quaked. With his 
nostril he scattered the ashes on the domestic 
hearth. You have had trial after trial, misfor- 
tune aiter misfortune, lion after lion; and yet 
they have never hurt you if you put your crust 
in God, and they never will hurt you. They 
did not hurt Daniel and they cannot hurt 
you. 

The Persians used to think that spring rain 
falling into sea shells would turn into pearls; 
and I have to tell you that the tears of sorrow 
turn into precious gems when they drop into 
God’s bottle. You need be afraid of nothing, 
putting your trustin God. Even death, that 
monster lion whose.den is the world’s sepul- 
chre, and who puts his paw down amid thou- 
sands of millions of the dead cannot affright 


ou. 
: When in olden timesa man wasto get the 
honors of knighthood, he was compelled to go 
fully armed the night before, among the tombs 
of the dead, carrying a sort of spear, and then 
when the day broke he wouid come forth, and, 
amid the sound of cornet and great parade, he 
would get the honors of knighthood. And so 
it will be with the Christian in tne night be- 
fore heaven, as, fully armed with spear and 
helmet of salvation, he will waitand watch 
through the darkness until the morning 
dawns, and then he will take the honors of 
heaven amid that great throng with snowy 
robes, streaming over seas of sapphire.

SPECIFICS. 
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PROCLAMATION. 
STATE OF GEORGIA—EXECUTIVE DEP’T, 
ATLANTA, Ga., August 4, 1890. 
\ 7HEREAS, THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 

1889 passed the following act in accordance 
with the requirements of the constitution, towit: 
“An act to amend Art. 7, Sec. 1, Par. 1, of the con- 
stitution of 1877, and the act of 1885, amendatory 
thereof, so as to include widows of confederate 
soldiers in the aid therein extended, and for other 
purposes, 

SECTION 1. Be itenacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, That the act of 1885, ap- 
proved October 19, 1885, amending article 7, sec- 
tion 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877, be 
and the same is hereby amended by adding 
thereto and at theend of said act the following 
words: ‘And for the widows of said confederate 
soldiers as nay have died in the service of the 
confederate states, or since from wounds received 
therein or diseases contracted in the service; pro- 
vided, that this act shall only apply to such persons 
as were married at the time of such service and 
have remained unmarried since the death of such 
soldier husband, so that said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of 1877,and the 
act amendatory thereof, shall read as follows: 
“To supply the soldiers who lost a limb or limbs in 
the military service of the confederate states with 
substantial artificial imbs during life,and to 
make suitable provision for such confederate 
soldiers as may have otherwise been disabled or 
permanently injured in such service; and for the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as may have 
died in the service of the confederate states, or 
since from wounds received therein, or disease 
contracted in the service. 

Provided, That this act shall only apply to such 
widows as were married at the time of the service 
and have remained unmarried since the death of 
such soldier husband. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members elected to each of the two houses, 
the same shall be entered on their journals with 
yeas and nays taken thereon and the governor 
shall cause said amendments to be published in 
one or more newspapers in each congressional 
district for two (2) months previous to the next 
general election, and the same shall be submit- 
ted to the people at next general election, and 
the legal voters at the next said general election 
shall have inscribed or printed on their tickets 
the word “Ratification” or ‘*Non-ratification,’’ as 
they may choose to vote, and if a majority of the 
electors qualified to vote for members of the 
general assembly voting therein shall vote in 
favor of ‘ratification,’ then this amendment 
shall become a part of said article 7, section 1, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of the state, and 
the said acts of 1885, amendatory thereof, and the 
governor shall make proclamation thereof.” 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be, and the 
same are hereby repealed.”’ 

Approved November 4, 1889. 

Now, therefore, I, John B. Gordon, governor of 
said state, do issue this, my proclamation, heréby 
declaring that the foregoing proposed amendment 
to the constitution is hereby submitted for ratifi- 
cation or rejection to the voters of the state at the

In the Right Line. 

Mr. George H. Robinson, a prominent 
member of the Farmers’ Alliance, in Texas, 
recently had a strong article in The Gal- 
veston News, in which he charged the na- 
tional banking system with being responsible 
for the depressed condition of agriculture. 

Some of the points in the Texan’s article 
deserve awide circulation. The national 
banks, he says, are playing a skin game. By 
virtue of a certain law they deposit in the 
national treasury government bonds, on 
which we pay them a high rate of interest. 
Then the treasurer bonds back to them al- 
most as much money as the bonds are worth 
which they lend to the people at a high rate 
of interest. Statistics show that during the 
past seventeen years they have been using an 
average of about $300,000,000 a year of this 
money, on which their net earnings for the 
seventeen years have been about $850,000, - 
000. Our farming and other interests have 
paid this vast sum to a band of shylocks for 
the use of our own money. 

The remedy is to repeal the national bank- 
ing law and get this money back. Mr. 
Robinson proposes as a substitute for the na- 
tional banks government money loan offices 
where the farmers can borrow money on 
their lands at a reasonable rate of interest. 
A better plan would be to restore our old 
state banks, relieved of the present tax of 10 
per cent on their circulation. This would 
give usan expansive local currency, largely 
independent of the manipulation of the Wall 
street money kings. 

But the first thing todo isto direct the 
attention of the people to the growing evil of 
the present system. For more than a 
quarter of a century the country has been in 
the grip of this merciless money trust. Not 
long ago a secretary ot the treasury doubted 
his authority to purchase bonds, and—yet he 
had deposited $59,000,000 in the mational 
banks without bothering himself about the 
propriety and expediency of his action. 
This money was scattered over the country 
without regard to the convenience of the 
government. The national banks were al- 
lowed to use this money taken from the peo- 
ple without paying interest on it. They 
turned it over at various rates, and would 
not lend a dollar of it to the farmers who 
had only their lands to offer as security. 

Naturally such a system grinds the farmer 
and keens biss de—=. Lahbed bv the tariff. 
at the mercy of the mortgage sharks, and 


discriminated against by the government at 
every turn, he toils without hope of reward, 
and with the certainty of leaving his children 
a heritage of debt. 

Is it any wonder that the farmers are or- 
ganizing at last for self-protection? They 
must change the existing order of things or 
gotosmash. One of their first reforms, as 
their Texas representative wisely says, must 
be the abolition of the national banks. 
While these continue to control the finances 
of the country there can be no prosperity 
outside of the favored circles of monopoly 
and capital.

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As to “Plantation Manners.” 

For years it has been the habit of the re- 
publican organs of the north, whenever a 
southern congressman showed a proper spirit 
of resentment under the personal attacks of 
republicans to set up the cry of ‘‘plantation 
manners.’’ This cry was re-echoed on the 
floor of the house, and served as a sort of 
cover under which the republicans could 
hide. 

There have been some very stormy scenes 
in congress, and on various occasions the 
southern members have had accasion to 
make remarks that could not be considered 
parliamentary; but never, even when parti- 
sganship ran high, has there been a scene to 
equal the spectacle that the republican 
leaders made of themselves on the floor of 
the house when Cannon exposed his bestial- 
ity tothe public. The display of selfish- 
ness, vulgarity and profanity would have 
disgraced the lowest brothelin the land. 

And it is a display that is peculiarly and 
distinctively republican. The fighting and 
profanity were bad enough, disgraceful 
enough; but the climax was capped when 
the beastly Cannon opened his mouth and 
belched forth a volume of vulgarity that 
caused the ladies in the gallery to run away 
from its pollution with crimson cheeks. 

The New York Sun calls forthe expulsion 
of this republican vulgarian. But” can the 
party that took part inthe bestial display 
afford to do this? Cannon is one of the 
leaders. In this respeet he stands next to 
Reed, and we have no doubt that his beast- 
liness is secretly endorsed and enjoyed by 
every genuine republican on the floor of the 
house. 

The organs that are so ready to talk about 
“plantation manners’’ are strangely silent 
over this display of republican bestiality. 


The Negro and the Force Bill. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat seems to 
be very anxious that the eyes of the south 
should be open as to the true feeling of the 
people of the north concerning the negro. 
*“*The erroneous impression prevails down 
there,’’ remarks The Globe-Democrat cheer- 
fully, ‘‘that the northern people insist on 
having.a vote cast by every black man sim- 
ply because he is black’’—whereupon our 
esteemed contemporary goes on to explain 
the matter in the most solemn way. 


No explanation is necessary, however. 


The south thoroughly understands the atti- 
tude of the northern people toward the ne- 
groes, and some of the negroes are beginning 
to understand it, too. The great majority 
of the northern people care no more for the 
negroes in the south than they do for: the 
megroes at the north. They care nothing 
for the welfare of the negroes in any section. 
It is well known, for instance, that the 
‘morthern people have consistently refused to 
, Concede to the negro in that section the priv- 
Bese he enjoys in the south of eafning his

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living and making his way in any business, | 


trade or profession for which his capabilities 
fit him. | 

So far as the negro vote is concerned, the 
people of the north care nothing about it 
whatever. The partisan republicans them- 
selves care nothing about it, but they make 
the apathy of the negroin political questions 
the excuse for keeping alive the issues of 
the war and for stirring up strife between 
the two sections. Reed himself; in his 
Pittsburg speech, in which he Outlined the 
force bill, gave his hearers to understand 
that the republicans who were acting with 
him cared nothing whatever for the rights of 
the negro. All they wanted, according to 
his declaration, was to count the negro vote 
for the republicans in congressional elec- 
tions, whether he votes or not. 

This is the extent of northern interest in 
the negro, and even that is confined to the 
partisan sectionalists, who not only desire to 
keep alive the prejudices growing out of the 
war, but are anxious to obstruct and delay 
the industrial progress of the south. We 
need not be surprised..to see the rancorous 
republicans of the Reed and Hurrison stripe 
losing flesh over the failure of the force bill. 
It was to be the capstone of the republican 
monument of hate, and now that it is dead, 
Lhe Globe-Democrat is trying to give us 
points on the attitude of the north toward 
Lhe negro. 


Mississippi’s Rights. 

It is contended by the republicans that 
Mississippi cannot restrict suffrage, because 
the act of congress readmitting her into the 
union contained the condition that she 
should never deprive any of her citizens en- 
titled to vote at the time of that right. 

There is nothing whatever in this point. 
The condition imposed by the act of. con- 
gress was of no binding force. The moment 
Mississippi re-entered the union she became 
thejequal of anyother state, with the same right 
to lay down suffrage qualifications that Mas- 
sachusetts enjoys. Congress lost all control 
over the matter, and if Mississippi's new 
constitution does not come in conflict with 
the federal constitution she cannot be in- 
terfered with by the general government. 

There can be no intelligent controversy 
over this question, but there will bea good 
deal of discussion over another point. There 
is a strong feeling in favor of adopting a con- 
stitution without submitting it to the people 
for ratification, and it is argued that such a 
course is authorized by the act calling the 
convention. We can understand the mo- 
tives of those who favor this plan. They 
fear that there is danger of having the new 
organic law defeated at the polls by a ma- 
jority of ignorant black voters. Perhaps 
the danger is overestimated, Be this as it 
may, it would be undemocratic to make the. 
action of the convention final, without giy- 
ing the people a chance to pass upon it. 

Sometimes in order to be in the right risks 
must be taken, and Mississippi cannot afford 
to deny her citizens an opportunity of rati- 
fying or rejecting the constitution. 

The black majority in our sister state isa 
menace to good government, but it is not 
strong enough to overcome the organized in- 
telligence of the commonwealth. The con- 
vention should submit its work to the people, 


and leave no room for vexatians and andiass 
complications inthe courts. If the white 


people of the state cannot win in acampaign 
carried on with vigor and determination, 
then they are already in a condition so help- 
less and hopeless that a new organic law can 
afford no permanent relief. Inno state in 
this union is it safe to make a constitution 
over the heads of the people, and make it 
bind them without their consent duly ob- 
tained afterthe instrument has been sub- 
mitted tothem. It will never do to_take 
the position that they endorsed the work of 
the conveytion in advance. 


The Voice of the People. 

There is a movement on the part of the 
farmers and mechanics of Pennsylvania to 
slip the yoke of political leaders and make 
a bold stand for themselves. The Pittsburg 
Press, a republican newspaper, tells us that 
the air of Pennsylvania is pulsing with prem- 
onitions of a great political battle, and 
that when the smoke has cleared away the 
state will have moved upa notch, and the 
political atmosphere will be purified. ‘‘Ey- 
erything,’’ says The Press, ‘‘points to a po- 
litical fight such as the present generation 
has not witnessed.’’ 

The meaning of this is that the republi- 
can party will no longer be allowed to pur- 
sue its high-handed methods in the state, 
The Pittsburg Press, with other republican 
newspapers, has already entered its protest 
against republican ring rule; it has de- 
nounced the schemes of Senator Quay and 
has refused to support Delamater; so that 
there is only one republican newspaper in 
the city of Pittsburg which will support the 
party ticket. 

There are signs of a political revolution, 
which is close at hand. The Press says 
that distrust of political leaders is apparent 
everywhere; that the farmers are holding 
secret meetings, and that they sometimes 
protest openly against the present state of 
political affairs; that the wage-earners have 
resolved themselves into debating societies, 
and in the workshops they are agitating and 
devising methods of reform. 

All this looks ominous and foreshadows 
the coming storm. When we see influential 
republican newspapers refusing to support 
the candidate of their party, and declaring 
that when the storm breaks there will be a 
political revolution which will leave the 
state in a better and more prosperous condi- 
tion, the inference is that it has not pros- 
pered under republican rule and that its 
politics will undergo a change.

ARMY CATCH-WORDS. 


Some of the Sayings in Vogue With Con- 
federate Soldiers. 


From The Baltimore Herald. “= 

When a man was tellingalong yarn, and one 
that seemed rather incredible, and any one thought 
he was putting it on rather strong, and wished to 
call a halt, they would say: ‘Oh, there’s wool on 
that.” The word was synonymous with the 
present muchused §‘chestnut.”’ 

The men who never went after water, but 
would go round at night helping themselves from 
the canteens of their comrades, were called 
‘‘shakers.”’ 3 

Strange stories of moving troops, OF of big 
victories in different scctions of the country, 
were known as “canteen dispatches.” 

The fruit of the big revival in the army ofn orth- 
ern Virginia in 1863-4 was called “Madison Run 
Christians.” It is a pleasure to note that many of 
them are today live, active workers in the Chris- 
tian church. 

The vile stuff mixed up with simply water, flour 
and salt, with which the soldiers were fed at times, 
was known as “putty bread.” 

The men who had soft snaps and followed the 
army without getting into fights, were called 
bombproofs, 

If a man was especially nimble in getting away 
with other people’s property, it was said of him 
that ‘‘he wou!d steal anything but a rde-hot stove, 
and he would take that it he could’ get a we 
blanket.”’ 

Some one asked one of the Elliott Grays if he 
had read Victor Hugo’s “Les Miserables.” The 
replyjwas: “No;I see too many thousands of 
them around here every day to read about them.” 

Hugo also wrote a book called “Fantine,” and 
“Les Miserables Fainting’ was one of the worst 
of the many bad confederate attempts at punning. 
Wet Measure Harding wasanoted man in the 
Sixth Virginia. He bought some meal some- 
where, and undertook to clear exp2nzes by retail- 
ing part of it to his comrades. He had only atin 
or wine quart measure. One of the men objected 
to having his meal measured in that way. Says 
he: “Meat is sold byfdry’ measure,iandjyou have 
only a ‘wet’ asure, and that ain’t right.” 

Harding rép'ied: “You fool, can’t I take my 
measure to tht fire and dry it if it is wet?” 

After thatthe was known as ‘“‘Wet Measure 
Harding.” ' 

The dried beef issued out at the last of the war 
was known as‘:mule meat,’’ and the salt pork as 
“Nassau bacon.” 

It was one time reported that some of the peo- 
ple of Poland were coming over to help the con- 
tederates. ‘After that one of the jokes was: 
‘‘Have you heard anything from that load of 
Poles?”’ | 
‘ The Virginia troops were called both “Gray- 
backs” and “Mossbacks,”’ but why no fellow 
could ever find out. We called ourselves “The 
Cavaliers” and “The Knights of the Golden 
Horseshoe.”’ The North Carolinians were known 
as “Tar Heels.” The Georzians were calied 
“Gobblers,” and the Floridians “Gophers.” The 
South Carolinians rejoiced in the name 
‘‘Palmettoes. The Louisianians were called 
“Sugar Canes*”’ andthe Mississippians ‘“Crack- 
ers.”’ 

On one occasion, when Zeb Vance was a candi- 
date for governor of North Carolina, he came up 
to the army and addressed a mass meeting of the 
North Carolinians. He began his specch as fol- 
lows: “Fellow-citizens—no. [ can’t say that, for 
you are soldiers. Fellow-soidiers—no, that wiil 
not do, for I am not a soidier. But I will! éay 
fe'low-tar-heels, for that term embraces every 
nan, woman and childin the Old North State.” 
Thit took the boys, and Zeb Vance got n.nety out 
of every 100 of the suldiers’ votes in the army of 
noriLern Virgini:.*

the cadets from Lexington were the instructors. 
They were su accurate and precise that they were 
known as “little tin soldiers.” Hyver after that,

CAPTAIN LANGTON'S BOLDNESS 


In Appearing Before the Butcher 
of the War. 


THE MESSAGE BY AN ORDERLY, 


Ard the Subsequent Explanation 
of the Affair. 


A SOUVENIR OF FARRAGUT. 


On BoaRD THE Kansas City, or¥F Fort 
Hamirrox, August.—[{Special.]—Watching 
from the deck the frowning gunsof Fort 
Tlanilton, which looked as though they could 
sweep a ticet from the seas, one of the passen- 
gers stepped back, and said: 

“~T never pass under these guns without 
*ipking of athrilling experience which I once 
4 vith Secretary of War Stanton.”’ 

Tie »  eaker was Captain R. H. Langton, 
orosident of the First National bank of 
Augusta. Tall, with a decided military car- 
riage, wit) a flashing eve, which yet retlected 
the courace.of his youth, whose absence was 
only made known by the frost of years nest- 
ling in his luxuriant locks, Captain Langton 
was arnan who would have attracted atten- 
tion in any assemblage. The story of his life, 
as I gathered from his unwilling lips, was one 
of adventnre with many curious chapters, the 
most curious, perhaps, being the one to which 
he had just referred. 

Captain Langton’s family is of North Caro- 
lina origin, and from that state he just went 
forth upon his carcer, which laid to the west- 
ward. He was among the first holding federal 
commission, to lead in the pioneer work which 
opened the track across the continent to the 
golden shores of the Pacific. He barely missed 
being one of the victims of the Gunnison mas- 
sacre, having reached the spot where he was 
to join the expedition just after it occurred, 
and making a hair-breadth escape from the re- 
vengeful red men, whe resented the intru- 
sion of the whites. Not only in the forests of 
the middle continent, but on the high seas, 
Capiain Langton has ihad experi- 
ence, having been employed on 
the staff of Admiral Farragut for 
years, and possessing the fullest confidence of 
the doughty old seadog. 

Bui ‘he summons of 1861 led Captain Lang- 
ton back to the service of his native state, and 
biding farewell to his naval and military 
friends, he soon found himself in his coat of 
grav following the stars and bars. To him 
came the same fortune as to many others—de- 
feat, loss of property, destruction of business 
connections. lHlis friends in arms were as poor 
as himself, and what to do became a burning 
question. Hle had talent and business experi- 
ence and felt that if he could once set a foot- 
ho!d, he would soou re-establish himself. He 
betheuvht cf his old friend, admiral Farra- 
gut, and felt that their former relations war- 
ranted on appeal forfhelp, which would result 
in success. In his application he met witha 
faversbic response, the admiral exhibiting the 
grestest delicacy in the matter. 

Thus equipped, through the generosity of 
the friend from whom he had been separated 
by war, Captain Langton betook himself to 
New York city, where-the warmth of «his re- 
ception from old friends quite overcame him. 

In the corridor of one of the hotels the cap- 
tain found a party of North Carolinians. 
They confided to him that they were awaiting 
ananswerto arequest made to Secretary of 
War Stanton for leave to visit the ex-comted- 
erate Attorney Geno=1 2 aviSs, ho was Con- 

mea witn other prisoners in Fort Hamilton. 
Davis was a North Carolinian, and rumor 
had it that he was experiencing cruel treat- 
ment. His North Carolina friends were 
alxious to visit him for the purpose of giving 
him such aid as they could. 

“I want to be one of your party,’’ said Cap- 
tain Langton. “I am going to Washington 
this evening, and with your permission I will 
call at the department and have my name 
added, and it may be in my power to expedite 
the request.’”’ 

To those who are familiar with the state of 
affairsin Washington in 1865, it will be seen 
that Captain Langton, who still wore his full 
suit of confederate gray, had undertaken a 
chilling task. Stanton ruled from the war 
department with relentless hostility. He was 
savage, brutal and unscrupulous. His detect- 
ives shadowed every quarter, and his name 
was spoken with something of 
the fear which was felt in France under Marat 
To reach the war department one had to pass 
between files of armed men, into the hands of 
orderlies and adjutants, until it seemed im- 
possible to get nearer to the ogre who con- 
demned his own. soldiers to death in confe-der- 
ate prisons by refusing to receive thein back 
in exchange. Captain Langton made his way 
to the office of Adjutant-General Hardy, to 
whom he stated his business, and asked if the 
request of the North Carolinians had been 
£1 aited. 

“*It has,’’ said he, “and the letter is now on 
its way through the mails,”’ 

‘Then I want to be added to the list,’’ said 
the captain. ‘‘From the crowds calling on 
Secretary Stanton I see that it would be im- 
possible for me to reach him that way. Could 
you not secure me an interview at once ?”’ 

“I will try,’’ replied the officer courteously- 

Two minutes later Langton was ushered into 
the presence of Stanton. The secretary looked 
up at him and glared in silence. The audacity 
of a man standing before him in the ‘fall uni- 
form of a confederate soldier was unheard of. 
Hie arose, still in silence, looking at Langton 
from head to foot. Langton eyed Stanton 
quite as deliberately, but awaited Stanton’s 
Sennons to speak. 

“What do you want, sir?’’ howled the secre- 
tary.

Davis, of the late 
confederacy, is confined in Fort Hamil- 
ton. I wish a permit, a8 a 
friend of his to visit him,in orderto tender 
him such aid as he may need.”’ 

“It is impossible,” shrieked Stanton. “Such 
a thing cannot be done.”’ 

*‘Have not such requests been granted here- 


-tofore?”’ asked Langton, who had knowledge 


that but that very morning a similar request 
had been granted. 

“No, by G--d, I haye not granted such 
requests.’’ 

“Mr. Secretary,’ continued Langton, grow- 
ing indignant at the falsehood to which he 
had listened, ‘‘have you not, in some form or 
other, granted leave to friends of imprisoned 
confederates to visit them ?’’ 

‘Langton stcod erect and defi- 
ant, his face flushed, but 
his voice firm. The secretary glared back 
savagely and said: 

‘*No, sir; they have not.”’ 

“Then I bid you good morning, sir,’’ said 
Capi: ‘n Langton, with a haughty bow, as he 
emerged quickly out of the room. Out of the

“Then, orderly,” said he, turning to the 
soldier in waiting, ‘‘scour the city and find 
him, and mind, do not come back without 
him!” 

A few days later Captain Langton met his 
old friend, Admiral Farragut, who was de- 
lighted to see him. 

“On my leaving New York city, the ad- 
miral presented me with this souvenir,”’ said 
the captain to the passengers, who had 
gathered around him, taking off a heavy gold 
ring which he wore on his finger. 

On the inside band were inscribed the simple 
words: ‘‘Farragut to Langton.”’

DR. HAWTHORNE BEGINS THE SEY- 
ENTH OF HIS PASTORATE. 


And Preaches An Interesting Sermon—Indi- 
vidualism and What it Meaus—News 
of the Charches. 


Dr. Hawthorne entered upon his seventh 
year in the pastorate of the First Baptist 
church yesterday, preacbing a great sermon to 
an overflowing congregation. After six years 
service the interest of the church and congre- 
gation in their minister is unabated. Dr. 
Hawthorne can but feel a just pridejfin the 
success and continued popularity of his minis- 
try in Atlanta. 

His subject yesterday was ‘Individualism 
in Religion,’’ founded on the words of St. 
Paul, Romans 14th chapter and 12th verse: 
“Everyone of us shall give due account of him- 
self to God.”’ Said the doctor in brief: Every 
man is so created by the architect of his being 
as to be competent to care for himself; 80 
equipped as to guide both his physical and 
spiritual being, and of both his physical and 
spiritual life he is made accountable. He can, 
and it is his duty, to get help, but this help be 
cannot substitute for his own thinking, choos- 
ing and acting. These fare not transfera- 
ble. The obligation and _ responsibility 
rest upon every rational being 
of thinking, choosing and acting, | 
for himself. This law is not limited to the 
few loftily endowed, valued men of gers, 
but it extends to every manaccording to his 
talents, ‘‘He that hath an ear to hear, let him 
hear,’”’ is the divine command, and it is uni- 
versal. Itis to every one, that he must use his 
faculties to the limit of possibility, and for 
this use is he held accountable. 

The great criminals are not limited to the 
liars, the thieves, the murderers, the drunk- 
ards, and the drunkard makers, in the eyes of 
God, it includes the slothful. Read the para- 
ble of the talents. Here God reads his in- 
dictment of the man who fails to use for his 
glory his God, given talents, ‘Thou wicked 
and slothful servant, &c.’’ Itis not the Al- 
mighty’s design that every man shall walk in 
the same narrow prescribed line. If that was 
his chief thought, man would doubtless have 
been so organized that he could not depart 
from this prescribed path. Like dolls strung 
on a line, and operated by machinery, every 
movement would be perfect, and without mis- 
takes. 

We are not mere walking and thinking ma- 
chines, controlled and guided by some iminu- 
table law. God has made us free, free to act, 
free to attain the fheight and breadth and 
depth of manhood; free to expand to the full 
limit of our moral and intellectual being. 
The line of rectitude he has marked out, but 
to us he has left the ability and the responsi- 
bility of finding and pursuing the path of 
duty and right-doing. We must make our 
own manhood. No amount of help or depend- 
ence can relieve me of the responsibility of 
my own life. I must see, hear, feel, think 
and act for myself. It is God’s plan that we 
shall climb from height to height, through 
some ordeal. A true and noble manhood is 
attained by struggles through disappointments, 
disasters, trials and tribulations. For six 
thousand years the world has struggled up- 
ward step by step, and she is yet in the midst 
of the conflict. Theexperience of the fathers 
is the garnered wisdom of the sons, with 
which to struggle on. Let the son rest on the 
fruit of the father’s labor, and he grows up 
into a shallow pate and a booby. 

Every man’s individual worth deepens upon 
his individual efforts. The tendency now is 
too help much; too many read, too few think. 
Reaswuuwu Ul varning Up 28 er mm nth, gays tha creat 
field of thought, they are content to follow the 
open furrows. Thinking means, labor, and 
is painful. The rich cannot bearthat their 
children shall be subjected to the effort of 
thought and study required i our great 
schools, and as a substitute provide them with 
private tutors, tomake the path of learning 
easy. The Parisian is substituted for the old 
Puritanic method of drill and work. 

This idea of help creeps into government. 
A paternal government is neither helpful 
nor ennobling. It destroys individuality. 
It is a machine, with machine, made subjects, 
great in nothing but numbers. A government 
is grand in the great thoughts, grand charac- 
ters, and grander achievement of its subjects; 
notin great numbers. I would rather see our 
cities boasting of the achievements of its citi- 
zenship in evolving and working out the great 
moral and industrial problems of the day, than 
watching the count of the censustaker One 
man can le more than a thousand in giving 
character and moral grandeur to his country. 
There are towns in America of less than ten 
thousand population, greater in achievement 
than some of our largest cities. 

Atlanta exerts one hundred times the power 
of New Orleans, for good to the people of the 
south, because of her vastly superior physical, 
morai and intellectual energy. 

The same is true of the church. 
Members donot make the estimate of its 
worth. One truly spiritual, working church 
member is worth a hundred idle names on the 
church roll. The character of the member- 
ship makes agreat church. An autocratic 
government is not favorable to individualism. 
The great purpose of government is not to 
control, but to build up, and guide the indi- 
viduality ofits subjects. This is the differ- 
ence between Judaism and Christianity. The 
Jews came out of Egypt, weak, enfeebled by 
long captivity. Moses taught righteousness— 
that is right-doing. Religion regulated the 
government, the houseliold, the individual, 
with a prescribed method of conduct and ac- 
tion for each day, and each hourofthe day. 
Duty and the method of duty were prescribed. 

This system was helpful to the weak, but an 
incumbrance to the strong. Judaism is 
a fixed regulation. But in the ful- 
ness of,,,time came Christ, and he 
published, to every man his religious charter 
of freedem. Christianity gives amplitude of 
space for thought and action. If Christianity 
had not suffered through the dark agesa 
relapse into an effort to think and act for the 
people, it would have advanced the world 
much farther to vards the millennium of human 
perfection. The restoration of the right and 
accountability of individual action to its fol- 


| lowers, has restored to Christianity its power, 


and under its influence the world moves 
onward and upward with mighty strides. 
‘Search the scriptures for yourselves,’’ is 
the teaching of Christ and Christianity. Here 
is your individual responsibility. Some 
thin the marked feature of the 
Baptist church is immersion. We believe 
in immersion as a divinely prescribed method 
of. signifying membership in the church, but 
our distinguishing feature isthe individuality 
of the membership. Oursisa government 
of the members by the members with freedom 
of conscience, The effect of this isto develop 
the individual man in religious work. Every 
man is a priest unto himself. When we think 
of the possibilities of the human mind, the in- 
fluence of mind on mind, the wonderful yet 
fearful powers God has placed within our 
reach, we can appreciate what Webster said 
was his greatest thought, ‘‘His individual 
responsibility to Almighty God.”’

A BORDER OUTLAW’S LIFE.

At the time of the a of New Mex- 
ico by the a — treaty in 1848, 
there lived on the Conejos river a reputable 
Mexican named Espinosa, who, by a wicked 
episode in his life, became a notorious bandit, 
upon whose head a price was fixed by the gov- 
ernment. He resided upon his ancestral 
hacienda in a sort of luxurious ease. He 
raised sheep and cattle, as did the other 
wealthy dons, so called, of his class, nearly all 
of whom, however, are the descendants of the 
soldiets of Cortez’s army—the rank and file— 
who married the Aztec women of the country 
and therefore are a mixture of the Indian and 
the Spanish. cage § are very sensitive on the 
subject of blood, claiming, falsely, to be de- 
scendants of the noblemen of he famous army 
that conquered Mexico, by which Spain was 
made a first-rate power. 

Espinosa, in 1848, made the acquaintance of 
an American adventurer who, with hundreds 
of others, emigrated from the states to seek 
their fortunes in the newly acquired territory. 
The Mexican and American became fast 
friends, the latter making his home at the 
former’s beautiful ranch in the mountains. 
There lived with her brother a dark-eyed, be- 
witchingly lovely young girl, with whom the 
susceptible American fell deeply in love. His 
affection was reciprocated by the maiden to 
a degree that only the women of the race 
from which she sprung are capable of. 

The young American had brought with him 
to the new country a large amount of gold and 
silver, and, soon making the Spaniard his con- 
fidant, told him of the wealth of which he 
was possessed. One night, after the American 
had gone to bedin a room oe that of 
his host, he was surprised to discover a man 
standing over him, whose hand had already 
grasped the buckskin bag under his pillow con- 
taining his gold and silver. He sprang from 
hiscouch and fired at random inthe dark at 
the would-be robber. Espinosa, for it was he, 
was wounded slightly, and, either enraged or 
frightened, stabbed with his keen-pointed 
stiletto the young man whom he had invited 
to his house as his guest, the sharp blade enter- 
ing his heart and killing him instantly. The 
report of the pistol shot awakened the other 
members of the household who came into the 
room just as the American was breathing his 
last. Among them was the sister of Espinosa. 
Throwing herself on the American’s dead body 
she poured forth bitter curses on her brother. 

Espinosa saw at once the terrible position in 
which he stood, and then determined to be- 
come an outlaw, in fact, as he could think of 
no excuse or palliation for his dreadful act. 
He thereupon hid himself in the mountains, 
carrying with him, however, the sack contain- 
ing the American’s money. Some years passed 
betore he could gather together a sufficient 
number of outlaws to enable him to defy the 
authorities, but when he had succeeded in mus- 
tering them, for a long while he was the terror 
of the whole region of New Mexico. He made 
his headquarters in the almost impenetrable 
fastness of the Sangre de Christo mountains, 
from which point he made his raids, and there 
was nothing that was too bloody for him to 
shrink from. He robbed, indifferently, the 
overland stage coaches, the freight caravans or 
the ranches of the wealthy Mexicans. He stole 
horses, cattle and anything that he could util- 
ize. If murder was necessary to complete his 
work, he never for a moment hesitated. Kid- 
napping was a favorite pastime, but he never 
carried off any other than the most beautiful 
of the young Mexican girls. He kept them in 
his mountain den for ransom or for a terrible 


fate. 

In 1864 the bandit, after nearly ten years of 
unbridled outlawry, was killed by Tom Tobin, 
who followed him to a temporary camp in the 
mountains, which he discovered, in a grove of 
cottonwoods, by the smoke that curled above 
the trees. Hehad been ‘“‘trailing’’ him for 
some days and knew that he had but one com- 
panion with him. To capture the two men 
alive never entered the cautious brain of 
Tobin; to get them dead was much safer and 
easier. Tobin crept up to the grove, and, 
lying behind a friendly log, waited until the 
notorious chief stood up, then he pulled the 
trigger and Espinosa fell dead! A second shot 
quickly disposed of his companion, and Tobin 
had accomplished his mission! To be able to 


claim the reward, he had to prove beyond the 
‘ nitty vt. -deubt thatthacawham he bad 
killed were the dreaded bandit and one of his 


followers. Tobin thought it best tocut off their | 


heads, which he deliberately did, and packing 
them on his mule in a sack, he took them to 
old Fort Massachusetts—afterwards Fort Gar- 
land. The two ghastly heads were speedily 
recognized, but whether he ever received the 
reward is a matter of doubt.

But the Atlanta police can extend no protec- 
tion. It’s out of our jurisdiction. 

“Between West End and East Point there 
fs often trouble, and police are needed. 

“Inthe neighbordood ef Clark university 
and out about the East Tennessee shops they 
are settlements that ought to be under pol.ce 

veillance. : 
mar hut towards Edgewood and in the vicinity 
of Inman park there are settlements equally 
without protection. i 

“Ponce de Peon and all out Peachtree street, 
beyond the limits, ought to be poiiced. 

“Andthen, as I said before, violations of 
the law are committed here in At- 
Janta, and the first thing the offender 
does isto get outside the limits. He 1s safe 
there because the Adlanta police have no au- 
thority outside the city, and there are no 
police outside to follow lim up'‘and arrest him. 

“Then again, the worst dives and gambling 
dens are just outside the city. Every Sunday, 
in particular, people ccngregate at these 

laces, and in the woods, and drink and gain- 

le and carouse; and there is no way to break 
itup. Negroesswarm at these suburban re- 
sorts and drink and fight and gamble all day. 
This is dangerous to life and property in that 
neighborhood. 

“A murder, or rape, or any offense of that 
sort} cannot be followed up promptly out 
there. 

“What Fulton county needs is a mounted 
police force to co-operate with the 
Atlanta ferce, and break up all this. It 
wouldn’t require many men, if the right sort; 
and it wouldn’t cost much, the fines for these 
offenses going to the county and helping to 
make the force self-sustaining. 

“Tc would perhaps require an act of the leg- 
islature to give the county commissioners full 
authority in the matter, but it would amply 
repay ali trouble and expense. 

“In all counties north, as thickly populated 
as Fulton, this isdone. It ought to be doue 
here.”’ oe

The following extracts are taken from a 
letter written by Charles A. Sisson to his 
father in this city: 

VENICE, August 12.—* * * Sitting at my 
hotel window, !ooking at the queer spectacle of 
'trects of water and gondolas doing the service of 
vehicles, 1 send afew lines to Atlanta. Leaving 
Munich,a magnificeng’ city of 300,000, our party 
went to Oberau, where we took stages acrogs the 
Bavarian Alps to the place of the great Passion 
Play, enjoying in this ride the fine scenery of 
snow-covered mountains, beautiful valleys of 
farms, pretty villages,etc. The attendance upon 
the play was large, but Mr. B. having engaged 
lodgings and seats for the party we were all right. 
I cannot describe the Passion Play farther than to 
Ray that it was prand and eo!emn, and impressed 
meprofoundiy. On the stage w-re 750 performers. 

Every feature of the: terrible tragedy seemed 
pertectiy carried out, feom the entrance of Christ 
into Jerusalem to lie crucifixion. There were 
some taLlecux, among them one illustrating Adain 
and Mve in the Garden of Eden, The views at this 
place are truly grand. I noted one mountain peak 
thousands of teet high, on the top:most point of 
which isa cross thirty-sevenjfeet hich,but searcely 
io be seen with the naked eye from the Base. 
Around the village are many others, and the river 
Atomer whose waters are clear as crystal. 

* * * At Verona we visited the tomb of 
Juliet, the girl one Romeo was so dead stuck on! 
Also, visited the amphitheater, built in the tenth 
century, and saw some nice churches, ete. 

"= * * Weare having a royaltimein Venice. 
Last night the Atlanta’ party of beys 
and girisengaged a gondola for a private ex- 
eursion on the Grand canal, which was brithbant v 
lighted and tull of othcr pleasure parties. The 
Grand canal is simply a magnificent etreet, a 
fashionable promenade, over which you glide on 
Water in boats,and not in landaus or carts, on 
belg;an blocks,+s at home. The gondolas shoot 
swiltly alony, and the songs of the merrymakers 
were very fine. All of this was both. novel and 
interesting to us. Determined not to be outdone 
on this occasion, we tuned up our fine Italian 
voices, and it would have amused you to have 
heard the tender refrain of “S’wonee River” 
float out on this soft Italian air; and 1 can say 
that the Atlanta girls were equal to the emerg- 
ency. * * * We have walked around the Piazza 
Marco, Visited St. Mark’s church, ete., and studied 
Venice theroughly. It is very warm here, and I 
have arranged for a Georgia swim in the Adriatic 
sea tomorrow. Here is a city of 140,000 people 
with not a horse or vehicle in it. The vocation of 
tie Georgia mule, like Othello’s occupation, 
would here be gone! In Italy we have reveled in 
srapes, peaches, melons and cantaloupes, inciud- 
ing maccaroni; have had the duicet notes of the 
organ grinder and the grin of his monkey; the 
Viiest of begging lazzaroni and the beautiful Ital- 
ian gir, and her guitar; marble palaces and dirty 
hovels; splendor and squalid poverty—life in all 
tts phases has been seen on this trip. By compar- 
ison of people and things in general I con- 
clude thatthe Piedmont encampment suits me. 

* * * At Florence, whither we came from 
Venice, ladd toan unfinished letter. Here we 
find more fine art than anywhere—the original 
Venus de’ Medici and other pieces of renowned ar- 
tists. The Uffizzi and Vitti art valieries are con- 
sidered the finest in the world. But this subject 
~ inexhaustibie, aud Lonly make a mere_reference 

O it. 

* * * From Florence to Pisa, where the At- 
lanta party inteviewed the renowned “leaning 
tower,” which surpasses our comprehension. Did 
I not know it had stood there for several centu- 
ries, F would, on first seeing it, bet any man 
in Atlanta ai suit of clothes” that 
it would fall in less than ten minutes. But we left 
it standing there. 

* * * atTurin our stay was short. It isa 
beautifn! place of 400,000 people, where we found 
perhaps the best hotel and some genuine rest and 
comfort. 

* * ™ On reaching Milan we gladly find let- 
ters from Atlanta, and the familiar face of THE 
CONSTITUTION, which an accomplished young lady 
of our party kindly permits me to read. I finish 
this scratch at Milan August 15th, and forward it. 
Tomorrow we are to see Lake Como, and then 
spend a week in Switzerland. Dr. Barrett 
informs us that the grandest scenery on our ex- 
cursion yet remains to us. Thence to Paris and 
homeward. 

* * At Florence I sawan American pro- 
duction in a Pullinan sleeper and the familiar face 
of avery dark specimen of our great “Southern 
Problem.” He was an attache perhaps of the 
sleeper and scemed lonesome. Samuel W. Goode 
and lady were at Florence, but we missed thein. 
They went to Rome. At Munich I met Will 
Black, of Atienta, and it wasa genuine pleasure 
to shake a good, honest Georgia hand. A highly 
cultivated lady of New Orleans, Miss Kate Minor, 
has proven a most valuable acquisition to our At- 
lanta party by contributing greatly to our enter- 
tainment and pleasure.

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The closing of the Madison Square during 
Mansfield’s prosperous run of “Beau Brummel’ 
has been referred to anumber of times as un- 
precedented ; but it is scarcely less so than the 
career of the actor himself. No one has ever ap- 
proached his audacious, artistic ventyres, con- 
sidering that he has not yet passed his thirty-fifth 
year. The general character of his attainments 
and accomplishments is remarkable, and his 
achievements have been more than notable. He 
eertainly fills as large a place in the publ ceye i8 
any other American actor of this day, and 
his career is being watched with 
singular interest. It is easy to understand 
why he wanted a rest. He had labored and 
studied unceasingly for nearly three continuous 
seasons, and his nature chafed fora brief repose.

The excessive heat finally made acting almost un- 
bearable, both to his company and to himeelf, and 
suggested the closing of the theater which fol- 
lowed.
